Commander Hamilton Harlow, a 
junior naval aid on the White 
House staff, was killed today when 
his automobile turned over on the 
highway between Washington and 
Annapolis. 

Commander Harlow was return- 
ing to Washington from a trip to 
the Naval Academy. The accident 


occurred at the intersection of the 
Crane and Defense highway about 
15 miles from Annapolis. 

Commander Harlow was a native 
of Annapolis and was 41 years old. 
He was the son of Commodore C. 
H. Harlow, U. S. N., retired. Both 
lived in this city. 

The younger Harlow was gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy in 
1908. He was awarded the Navy 
Cross for his World War service, 
during which time he served as ex- 
ecutive officer of the destroyer 
Nicholson in an attack on the Ger- 
man submarine U-58. He also was 
cited for boarding the torpedoed 
steamship Luckenbach and taking 
it to port. He served as an in- 
structor at Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and his last post was at the 
Ordnance Bureau here.

Urges Co-Ordination of 
Production and Consump- 
tion — Suggests Public 

Works for Immediate Eas- 


ing of Unemployment.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Amend- 


ment of the antitrust laws and the 
establishment of a National Eco- 
nomic Council are among the rec- 
ommendations in a report by the 
Committee on Continuity of Busi- 
ness and Employment of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 


States. The committee proposes 
privately sustained systems of un- 
employment benefits, declaring that 
Government compulsory insurance 
has inevitably led to “doles” and 
thereby encouraged unemployment. 

Needed relief, the committee 
says, should be given through pri- 
vate contributions and by State and 
local governments, and it asserts 
that “there is every evidence that 
all requirements can in this man- 
ner be adequately met.”’ Federal ap- 
propriations for relief purposes are 
condemned. 

The report was made public to- 
day by the Chamber of Commerce 
and was ordered sent out fora 
referendum vote by the members 
of the chamber. It was drawn up 
in response to a resolution of the 
chamber last May directing that a 
Study be made of the possibilities 
of business and employment stabil- 
ization, this study to include “a ra- 
tional program of production and 
distribution to be initiated by busi- 
ness itself.’’

A 
comparison between conditions dur- 
ing the panic of 1893 and our pres- 
ent situation would reveal an 
equally striking contrast. 

“The most significamt difference 
between this depression and the

FMBEZZLING, GETS 
UNE TO TEN YEARS 


Monroe T. Weiler, Charged 
With Defalcations 
Amounting to $136,000, 
Pleads Guilty. 


Monroe T. Weiler of Belleville, 
secretary-treasurer of the Iollin 
and Bell finance companies, who 
is charged in 37 indictments with 
peculations aggregating $136,985, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of em- 
bezzlement before Circuit Judge 
Bernreuter at Belleville today and 
was sentenced to serve one to ten 
years in the penitentiary. 

The defaulting finance company 
officer entered his plea _ before 
Judge Bernreuter in chambers dur- 
ing the noon recess. 

Specifically he admitted embez- 
zling $13,685. The plea followed 
a conference with State’s Attorney 
Lindauer, in which the prosecutor, 
Weiler, and his counsel were joined 
by Weiler’s wife, and his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Weiler. 

Beyond entering his plea Weiler 
made no statement to the Court 
and declined to talk to reporters. 
State’s Attornéy Lindauer has 
not yet decided what, disposition 


will be made of the charges re- 
maining against him. 
Gambling had been given by 


members of Weiler’s family as the 
reason for his downfall in the man- 
agement of the two finance com- 
panies which were backed finan- 
cially by his father, a retired cloth- 
ing merchant. The elder Weiler 
was president of both companies 
but Monroe Weiler was in active 
charge of both and operated them 
under one-man control. 

The Weiler family owned control 
of the stock of the companies, al- 
though the list of stockholders in- 
cludes the names of about 300 .ndi- 
viduals. The audit leading to the 
information on which the indict- 
ments were based was made at the 
instruction of stockholders when 
the 6 per cent dividend of the Bell 
company was passed in January. It 
was at the same period that the 
younger Weiler, who is 37 years 
old, was organizing the Iollin com- 
pany to take over the older con- 
cern. 

Investors in the two companies 
told St. Clair County officials they 
had put their inoney into the enter- 
prises because of the high reputa- 
tion of the older Weiler and be- 
cause they wre satisfied that his 
son was following in his footsteps. 

When the loan companies, which 
spécialized in financing automobile 
sales, appeared on the verge of c9!- 
lapse, Monroe Weiler organized the 
Federal Discount Insurance Agency, 
with offices in the Federal Cora- 
merce Trust Co. Inquiry there 
showed that no rent had been paid 
on the office and that a furniture 
company which had fitted out the 
office had repossessed the furniture. 

Meanwhile, however, the young- 
er Weiler had tried to persuade Iol- 
lin stockholders to transfer their 
investments toe the new company. 
As far as could be learned, few, if 
any, availed themselves of the op- 
portunity he offered them. 

The indictments returned against 
him late last month included one 
for forgery, five for confidence 
game and 31 for embezzlement. 
Most of his peculations appeared 
to be simple abstractions of com- 
pany funds, it was stated, His sal- 
ary was $150 a month. He has a 
wife and small daughter.

of Mrs. Henry Clay Frick Saturday 
releases to New York City an art 
collection valued, with the house 


containing it, at $50,000,000. 

Mr. Frick, who died in 1919, be- 
queathed the mansion at Fifth 
avenue and East Seventieth street 
and its contents to the public after 
his wife’s death, 

The trustees say they understand 
the collection and its home will be- 
come a public museum. The house 
and site are among the city’s most 
valuable residential properties. 

With the collection goes an en- 
dowment of $15,000,000 for its sup- 
port. 

The collection consists of many 
Rembrandt paintings. Among the 
other old masters represented are 
Vermeer, Frans Hals, Ruysdael, 
Hobbema, Guvp, and Italian works 
by Titian, Giovanni Belline, Bron- 
zino and Guardi. 

Works by Rubens, Velasquez, El 
Greco, Goya, Van Dyke and Gains- 
borough are included. Van Dyke’s 
“Genoese Woman” cost Mr. Frick 
$400,000 and he paid $200,000 for 
the Velasquez of “Philip IV.” In 
the collection are 25 porcelains 
which cost $1,000,000. 

Miss Helen Frick, a daughter, 
has given much of her time in re- 
cent years to cataloguing the col- 
lection.

men who forced the decrepit sub- 


marine Nautilus to a point within 
350 miles of the North Pole ar- 
rived here today. 

Sleepless nights, poisonous air, 
cold that bit into the bone and a 
two-month struggle to keep falter- 
ing machinery to its task across the 
Atlantic and into the Arctic had 
plainly worn them out. 

“I'd do it again, but never, never 
again under the same conditions,” 
said Ralph D. Shaw, veteran sub- 
marine expert of Bridgeport, Conn., 
who was chief engineer on the trip. 

Shaw disclosed the hardships of 
the journey finally got on the 
nerves of some of the crew, but he 
refused to elaborate beyond saying: 
“There was some grumbling. We 
had a lot to contend with.” 

Only Half of the Crew. 

The 11 who returned today on 
the liner American Banker were 
only half of the crew which took 
the submarine north from Spitzber- 
gen under the command of Sir Hu- 
bert Wilkins. Wilkins and others 
are returrning later. 

Shaw said the voyage across the 
Atlantic, during which the former 
navy submarine was crippled so se- 
verely that a battleship towed it to 
Ireland, was the most dreadful ex- 
perience in his career. 

Frank Crilly, Verona, N. J., chief 
diver, refused to say anything 
about how he risked his life among 
gnashing ice cakes to repair a 
crippled rudder. 

Dixie Holland, assistant electri- 
cian of Lykens, Pa., said the ice be- 
neath which they dived was 33 feet 
thick and winter was rapidly clos- 
ing in. ‘The ice looked like a mag- 
nified sponge,” he said. “We got 
there a month t oo late. The Arctic 
waits for no man.”

break of fire and landed the plane 
on its iron-stripped belly. 

The plane touched the landing 
field at 7:14 a. m., tipped over 
on her nose and then settled back 
and slid along in a cloud of dust. 
It came to rest on its left wing. 
The propeller had been smashed 
in the landing. That was the 
only casualty. Aviators described 
the landing as “wonderful.”

CANADA’S NEW GRAIN ROUTE 


Wheat From Manitoba in London 
in 16 Days.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The steamer 
Farnworth arrived and docked in 
the Thames here last night, bring- 
ing a cargo of 227,000 bushels of 
wheat from Churchill, Manitoba, 
on a new Northern route through 
Hudson Bay and cutting 100 miles 
off the route from the grain 
growing prairies to the British 
market. 

The ship was loaded at 
Churchill 16 days ago at the new 
Government elevator. She nosed 
out through the north end of the 
bay, on past the north coast of 
Newfoundland, the south coast of 
Greenland and across the Atlantic 
on a new trade route. .

Saved by Steel Skid. 

The aviators said the steel sxid 
on the bottom of their plane’s fu- 
selage installed for a gearless land- 
ing, saved the craft from being 
wrecked when it came down. 

“We wer on the right cours? all 
the way, but we were awfully 
slecpy,’’ said Pangborn. “Boy, are 
we glad to get here?’’ 

Mrs. Herndon, who was married 
to the aviator in New York just 
before Herndon and Pangborn left 
on the round-the-world adventure, 
made an effort to telephone her 
husband from the Eastern city 
shortly after news of the landing 
was broadcast. Mrs. Herndon is 
the daughter of W. W. Farley of 
New York, former Democratic 
State chairman. 

The biggest thrill of the flight, 
the airmen said, occurred when 
their engine stopped after they had 
flown about 3000 miles. They real- 
ized after a moment that the cause 
was the draining of one gasolin: 
tank and they quickly switched to 
another in time to get the motor 
going again. They said they aver- 
aged about 17,000 feet altitude all 
the way. 

At the breakfast table with them 
were Mrs. Pangborn; the aviator's 
brother, Percy Pangborn; his wife 
and the two Japanese reporters. 
They were served ham and eggs. 

Went Dry Unexpectedly. 

“My heart went into my mouth 
when the engine stopped at the 
east end of the Alaskan Gulf,” said 
Herndon. “We didn’t expect the 
tank to go dry at the time. The 
engine stopped, started again a cou- 
ple of times before finally coming 
to a full stop.” 

He said they had to descend sev- 
eral thousand feet to make the 
change. 

Pangborn was at the controls 
when they landed and did most of 
the piloting on the trip. 

"We became deafer and deafer 
and had to write notes to each oth- 
er in order to communicate, al- 
though we sat side by side,” he 
said. 

Pangborn said he ate two chick- 
en legs and a piece of cheese and 
drank hot tea with caffeine tablets 
in it to keep him awake. Herndon’s 
diet was light, too, he said. They 
had a considerable quantity of food 
left in the plane when they landed.

ternational reputation and paved 
the way for his election as United 
States Senator from New Jersey. 

But previously the Coolidge es- 
timate had been vindicated by Mr. 
Morrow’s successful career, first in 
law, then as a member of the 
banking firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. and as an adviser to the Allied 
Maritime Transport Council in the 
World War days of 1918. This lat- 
ter activity lasted only 11 months, 
but it brought him the Distin- 
guished Service Medal of the Unit- 
ed States and citations from 
France, Italy and Greece. Gen. 
John J. Pershing described Mr. 
Morrow’s work in connection with 
the military supply aspects of the 
work as “exceptionally meritori- 
ous,” a judgment which was 
echoed by Gen. Charles G. Dawes. 

And after Calvin Coolidge had 
left the White House, President 
Hoover confirmed the judgment of 
his predecessor as to tif@"Morrow 
talents and capabilities, by naming 
the Ambassador as a member of the 
American delegation to the five- 
PoWer London naval conference of 
1930. There he and Gen. Dawes, 
the latter being then Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James, specialized 
on the Franco-Italian naval prob- 
lem and it was said that it was no 
fault of theirs that the ultimate 
treaty, in the drafting of which Mr. 
Morrow took a leading part, did not 
become a five-Power. pact instead 
of being limited to the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. 

In 1928 he was one of the Amer- 
ican delegates to the sixth Pan- 
American Congress, held in Havana 

How He Learned Rule 6. 

It was while he was a member 
of the Allied Maritime Transport 
Council that Mr. Morrow learned 
“Rule 6,” by which he guided him- 
self and which he frequently 
quoted to his family and friends. 
Telling the story himself, he re- 
lated that on one hectic day when 
transports were at a premium a 
young officer demanded of a har- 
assed superior that a ship destined 
for one port should be diverted to 
another. The superior, Mr. Mor- 
row recalled, did not lift his eyes 
as he replied: 

“You are violating Rule 6.” 

After the younger officer left the 
civilian asked the older officer to 
tell him the rule. 

“Don’t take yourself so darned 
seriously,”’ was the reply. 

“I thought it an excellent rule 
and asked him what the others 
were,’’ related Mr. Morrow. “ ‘If 
you follow that one you don’t need 
any others,’ he told me.” 

Mr. Morrow’s list of achieve- 
ments in professional life, business, 
diplomacy and practical politics 
sprang from an intellectual heri- 
tage, but a background of decided- 
ly moderate worldly possessions. 
His father, Prof. James E. Mor- 
row, was president of Marshall 
College at Huntington, W. Va., 
when his second son was born 
there on Jan. 11, 1873. The mother 
was Clara Johnson Morrow, reared 
on an Ohio farm but known to her 
girlhood neighbors as “literary” be- 
cause of the number of books she 
read and because she was a cham- 
pion speller. They named their 
fecond son for Prof. William 
Dwight Whitney of Yale, author of 
a famous English grammar. 

The future diplomat finished his 
ordinary schooling at Allegheny, 
Pa.. where his father had become a 
teacher in the high school. He 
worked his way through Amherst 
College, winning the degree of 
bachelor of arts in 1895. When he 
turned to the study of law and after 
four years’ struggle with scan: fi- 
nances, graduated with an LLB. de- 
gree from Columbia University in 
1899. 

He got himself a job as law “lerk 
with the firm of Simpson, Thacher 
& Bartlett in New York, persuading 
them that he was worth $60 a 
month to start. Six years later he 
was a member of the firm and nine 


os 


years after that, in 1914, he trans- 
ferred his allegiance to finance and 
became a partner in J. P. Morgan & 
Co. 

With that famous house he rpe- 
calized in international loans, 
spending considerable time in Cuba, 
and also devoting attention to the 
increased European business that 
followed the outbreak of the World 
War. 

In these activities he displayed 
not only keen commercial sagacity, 
but also qualities of tact, sympathy 
and understanding that marked him 
as a leader in business diplomacy. 


Ambassador to Mexico. 


It was President Coolidge’s 
knowledge of Mr. Morrow’s talents 
as a conciliator that prompted him 
to appoint the banker in 1925 as 
chairman of the board which 
studied the dispute over airplane 
defense between Gen. William 
Mitchell and high army officials. 
This board sifted the wheat from 
the chaff of the controversy, then 
made unanimous recommendations 
which within a year were made ef- 
fective by Congress and put in force 
as Government policies. 


Two years of continued business 
success followed, then on Sept. 30, 
1927, the banker became Ambas- 
sador to Mexico, first resigning his 
partnership in, the Morgan con- 
cern. 

Mexico was then just beginning 
to emerge from a long period of tu- 
mult marked by civil wars, the 
overthrow of several administra- 
tions, the widespread banditry, 
revolutionary laws relating to prop- 
erty rights of foreigners and anti- 
religious propaganda. Outstanding 
in the pending questions with the 
United States was a controversy 
over oil rights on which 40,000 
words of notes had been exchanged 
with Washington without tangible 
result. 

Ambassador Morrow found that 
confidence between the two Gov- 
ernments was a decidedly minus 
quality. So first he started to 
make the Mexicans believe in the 
United States and his own country 
believe in its smaller southern 
neighbor. 

A famous ham and eggs break- 
fast with President Elias Calles at 
the latter’s ranch outside Mexico 
City has been credited with being 
the real start of this campaign. 

Discarding the useless system of 
exchanging notes, the new diplo- 
mat adopted the method of direct, 
friendly conversation with §re- 
sponsible officials as a means of 
settling international problems. 
Groups in disagreement on the oil 
questions were brought face to 
face, the essential similarities in 
their viewpoints were stressed and 
after much earnest study Mexico 
adopted legislation confirming oil 
lands concessions that was accept- 
able to both sides. 

His Daughter’s Romance. 

Another big question, but with 
no direct American Government in- 
terest, arose when President Calles 
put into effect constitutional pro- 
visions upsetting the position of the 
Roman Catholic Church in Mexi- 
co. fPristes were withdrawn from 
their parishes by the church au- 
thérities, the Government halted 
religious education and abrogated 
many church property rights and 
for three years there raged a con- 
troversy that was punctuated by 
bloody fighting in several states of 
the Southern republic. 

The whole subject was outside 
the Ambassador’s jurisdiction but 
both sides turned toward him as a 
friendly neutral and, more than 
any other one man, he was credited 
with having paved the way for 
final adjustments that were signed 
in June, 1929, by representatives of 
the hierarchy and Provincial Presi- 
dent Portes Gil, successor to Calles. 

Before this Mr. Morrow had 
thoroughly convinced Calles and 
other Mexican leaders that he was 
actuated by sincere friendship for 
the Mexican people. The ending 


of the church question saw this be- 
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lief as firmly intrenched in the 
popular mind. Marriage of “the” 
Ambassador’s daughter, Anne, to 
Charles Lindbergh on May 27, 1929, 
helped enhance the popular regard 
for Mr. Morrow and his family. 
The fact that the young people met 
when the famous aviator reached 
Mexico City on the first of his good 
will tours of Latin America, and 
that “‘Leendy” came back by. air 
to make several visits with the 
Morrow family, appealed to the 
love .for romance inherent in a 
Latin people. 
Racé for Senatorship. 

So with official and popular con- 
fidence backing him, Mr. Morrow 
had an unusually successful re- 
gime as Ambassador. When the 
time came for him to leave Mexico 
on Sept. 17, 1930, a great crowd 
gathered to bid him Godspeed; 
President Ortiz Rubio and Genaro 
Estrado, Foreign Minister, issued 
public statements lauding his work 
in terms far above the usually stilt- 
ed phrases of, officialdom, and the 
Government sent an official] escort 
with him to the border. 

“Mr. Morrow has not left behind 
a single delicate problem of the 
many existing when he came,” said 
Senor Estrada, | 

“The good intentions which ani- 
mated him in all his acts contribut- 
ed immensely to the betterment of 
international relations, which have 
reached the peak of cordiality,” 
was the tribute of the Mexican 
President. 

After a brief rest, Mr. Morrow 
plunged into the senatorial election 
campaign in New Jersey. He had 
been selected for the Republican 
nomination months before at a pri- 
mary which saw him roll up a plu- 
rality of more than 400,000 votes 
over two opponents, the big victory 
being attributed mainly to his stand 
against continuation of the prohi- 
bition experiment in the United 
States. 


In that pronouncement he advo- 

cated repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He also proposed 
that control of the liquor business 
should be entrusted to the indi- 
vidual states. The popular response 
to this platform had immediate 
repercussions in all parts of the 
country, and was so overwhelming 
that it aroused hopes abroad of an 
early return of America to the 
world’s liquor market Hist. 
. Mr. Morrow's election in Novem- 
ber, 1930, entitled him to add the 
description “statesman” to the list 
of “lawyer, banker, diplomat” 
which had epitomized his earlier 
vocations. It came by a majority 
of nearly 200,000 in a Democratic 
year and again focussed attention 
on him. Talk of him as probable 
presidential timber, which had 
started after his primary success, 
was revived, but to all such sug- 
gestions he answered: 

“I mustn't violate Rule 6.”

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State Highway Patrolmen 
Begin Six-Week Training 


Four Captains and 50 Men Will: Study Daily 
at St. Louis Police Headquarters 
Till Nov. 14. 


The new Missouri State Highway 
Patrol went on duty today, but the 
first assignment of its members is 
a six-week training course in St. 
Louis, rather than riding the roads. 
The force assembled at Poliee 
Headquarters and will study there 
daily until Nov. 14, having been 
granted the facilities of the police 
school. 

Oaths of office were adminis- 
tered to the 50 patrolmen and four 
Captains by Circuit Judge Hogan. 
The force is not in uniform, but 
its attractive uniforms of blue will 
arrive before the training period 
fs over. It is quartered at the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A. at the State’s 
expense. 

The youngest man is 24 and the 
oldest 44. The patrol law. which 
became effective three weeks ago, 
provides for 115 patrolmen, 10 
Captains and the superintendent 
and his assistant, but the number 
of patrolmen is limited to 50 at 
present by the size of the appro- 
priation. Two more Captains will 
be chosen soon. 

Military precision and discipline 
will be enforced in the patrol. The 
schooling will be rather rigorous, 
keeping the men busy from 8 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. daily except Sunday. The 
officers expect that the men, who 
have been mechanics, salesmen, po- 
licemen, clerks and in other .occu- 
pations, will be well equipped to 
ridé the highways the latter part 
of next month. 

Ellis Talks to Men. 

Today’s program began with an 
address by Lewis Ellis of Bethany, 
superintendent of the patrol by 
appointment of Gov, Caulfield and 
former secretary to the Governor. 
He outlined the patrol’s policies. 
He was followed by Lewis M. 
Means of Fayette, a captain and 
acting assistant superintendent of 
the patrol and a Major in the Na- 
tional Guard, who discussed train- 
ing policies. 

Borrowing a phrase from the 
Marines, Means said the patrol 
would be “the hardest organization 
in the world to get into and the 
easiest to get out of.” He outlined 
aims calculated to develop a corps 
spirit, said the members should 
leave if they become dissatified, and 
counseéled: “Learn to fight for the 
organization and be justifiably 
proud of it.”” He said the men must | 


carry out orders without question, 
be prompt and courteous and keep 
their tempers under stress and 
must always be smooth shaven, 
with “military” haircuts. He cau- 
tioned against the “high round” 
haircut. 

Other lectures on today’s pro- 
gram were: “State Patrol Influ- 
ence on the Welfare of Missouri,’’ 
Roy F. Britton, president of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, which 
sponsored the. patrol law; “‘Geogra- 
phy of Misséuri,” George Drum- 
mond, touring manager of the 
club, and “Problems of the Pa- 
trolmen,” Sergt. Crone of the St. 
Louis police. There will be .daily 
periods of physical training and 
marksmanship. Among the  in- 
structors will be Capt. Seth Singie- 
ton, head of the St. Louis police 
school; Lieut. Nick Bosch, drillmas- 
ter of the St. Louis police; Henry 
W. Abeken, physical director for 
the Police Departntent, and vari- 
ous civilian specialists. 

Will Learn First Aid Work. 

Among courses to be given are: 
First aid to the injured, rudiment- 
ary accounting, identification of 
stolen automobiles, motorcycle rid- 
ing: finger prints, motor vehicle 
laws and license regulations, gen- 
eral detective work, courtesy and 
efficiency. The patrol will be grad- 
uated on Nov. 14, with addresses 
by “Gov. Caulfield, Chief of Police 
Gerk and Supt. Ellis. 

While in training the patrolmen 
are to, be paid $90 a month, be- 
sides their room and board. When 
they go into active service the pay 
will be somewhat higher,’ the 
maximum permissible being $150 
a month, but maintenance will not 
be provided. There is no plan for 
barracks yet, but the force will be 
divided into three squads. 

During the first six months of 
employment the men will be sub- 
ject to discharge without hearing. 
The forcé was chosen from among 
1500 applicants, previous military 
training being favorably consid- 
ered. Physical and mental tests 
like those given for the army elim- 
inated many applicants at Jeffer- 
son City. The reputations of the 
applicants in their home commun- 
ities were investigated. The pa- 
trol will have the general duty. of 
enforceing motor laws and keeping 
the peace on the highways.

Following his second arrest ‘ in 
three days, John Giannola, Italian 
feudist, announced to reporters at 
Police Headquarters today that he 
has abandoned plans for going into 
the poultry business here, and is 
leaving town. “five minutes after 
I get out of this place.” 

Giannola, who arrived in_ St. 
Louis a week ago after being away 
three years, was put in the hold- 
over Friday when he dropped in at 
Carr Street Police. Station for a 
chat with Capt. Frank Nally, who 
has a special dislike for feudists, 
since the time a group of them 
tried to have him transferred to 
another district. Later John had 
an interview with Chief Gerk and 
was told, ‘We got along fine while 
yOu were away.” 

Saturday Giannola was released. 
H. left headquarters hopeful that 
he had satisfied police of his 
peaceful intentions, Yesterday, 
however, was a dull day in the 
usually active Carr Street District, 
So Capt. Nally thought of John, 
and decided to invite him in for a 
second chat. 

Tells of Liquor Running. 

Perhaps it was just chance that 
Sergt. Frank Evans, one of the 
crack shots of the department, -was 
sent over to 1022A North Ninth 
street, where Giannola is living, 
with the Captain’s invitation. John 
who knows Sergt. Evans, came 
along readily with only a mild 
protest against the interruption of 
his Sunday afternon nap. 

In the second interview Giannola 
was questioned concerning liquor 
running at Detroit and Wyandotte, 
Mich. Previously he told of los- 
ing most of his $200,000 to a group 
of extortionists at Benld, Ill. He 
had also mentioned spending some 
time at Detroit. 

Giannola spoke freely of running 
liquor across the Detroit River, 
Capt. Nally reports. On one occa- 
sion he dived overboard to escape 
arrest, he said, abandoning a $4000 
motorboat and a cargo of liquor to 
Federal officers. who were pursu- 
ing him. Also while in Detroit he 
met “Black Pete” Licavoli and Joe 
Bommarito, former St. Louis gang- 
sters questioned in the murder of 
Jerry Buckley, radio announcer, 
Giannola admitted, but he denied 
having engaged in any “business 
dealings” with them. 

Will Open Butcher Shop. 

In a chat with reporters Gianno- 
la said: “I thought I would get a 
chance here, but I have now de- 
cided to go to Wyandotte; Mich., 
and start a butcher shop. I am 
through with liquor and associa- 
tion with gangsters. That don’t 
get you anything. I would rather 
clean streets for 50 cents a day 
than be mixed up in the liquor 
‘racket’ again. I made money, but 
it went to other people in the same 
business, and to lawyers to keep 
me out of jail. I’m broke, but I 
am going to start over, in an hon- 
est business.”

and employe. Today we find not a 
few, but thousands of firms, adopt- 
ing work programs to rotate the 
available jobs arfiong their workers. 
Our people have come to recognize 
their obligation to prevent suffer- 
ing and distress. The number of 
persons who during this depres- 
sion have had employment in occu- 
pations from which they obtain a 
livelihood has been relatively larg- 
er than in any earlier period of 
like depression.” 


Causes of Slump. 


Of the causes of the depression 
the report says: 

“There have been 22 periods of 
business depression in the last 75 
years. Of these, 11 have been of 
comparatively minor intensity and 
length; nine have been more se- 
vere, and two have been extreme 
and prolonged. : 

“Men produce for the desire of 
profit. Possibilities of greater prof- 
it induce speculation and over-pro- 
duction. These, in turn, bring about 
a surplus of goods, a corresponding 
lowering of prices, and finally the 
disruption of business, with result- 
ant under-consumption. The sur- 
plus is later exhausted, production 
is resumed, and consumption is re- 
stored to normal, with the return 
of prosperity and employment: and 
thus the upward and downward 
swings are continued. While we 
cannot expect, with our present 
knowledge and experience, to pre- 
vent recurring depressions, let us 
hope that the depth of the valleys 
of the depressions may be reduced 
by avoiding the erection of high 
peaks in periods of undue activity. 

Machinery Not to Blame. 

“Many observers attribute our} 
widespread unemployment to the) 
rapid progress which industry and | 


agriculture have made in the use of/ ual planning referred to later.

according to other census reports, 
in the total number of persons with 
gainful occupations—29,073,000 in 
1900, or 38.3 per cent of the popu- 
lation, and 48,832,000 in 1930, or 
39.8 per cent. Such figures increase 
in their significance because dur- 
ing the 30 years there has been a 
large relative decrease in the per- 
sons with occupations in agricul- 
ture and there has in recent years 
been a decrease in the number of 
younger workers. 
More Work, Shorter Hours. 

“Furthermore, while the number 
of men and women employed in 
gainful occupations has increased 
in substantially the same ratio as 
the population of the country be- 
tween 1900 and 1930, it is also an 
arresting fact that during the same 
period the weekly hours of work in 
manufacturing establishments were 
substantially shortened — certainly 
by as much as one-eighth and 
probably by as much as one-sixth. 

“It has been demonstrated that 
reduction of hours may often be 
accompanied by an actual increase 
in productive capacity. This is par- 
ticularly true where the hours of 
labor have been excessively long. 
With the reduction in hoursof 
work during the last 30 years there 
has been a very material increase 
in production. Joined with other 
factors this has brought about dur- 
ing this same period, according to 
a leading authority, an increase in 
real wages by more than a third. 

“Even if we could not accept, in 
its entirety, the theory that tech- 


nological improvements are the 
primary cause of unemployment, 
no one will doubt that these im-

Co-ordination Needed. 

In its discussion of long-time 
remedial measures the committee 
says; 

“Only through a proper co-or- 
dination of production and  con- 
sumption can a sane, orderly, and 
progressive economic life be devel- 
oped. A freedom of action which 
might have been justified in the 
relatively simple life of the last 
century cannot be tolerated today, 
because the unwise action of one 
individual may adversely affect the 
lives of thousands. We have left 
ithe period of extreme individual- 
ism and are living in a period in 
which national economy must be 
recognized as the controlling factor. 

“Under our form of industry a 
large part of the national income 
is distributed through the instru- 
mentality of industry and business, 
the distribution being in the form 
of wages, salaries, rents, interest 
and dividends. [If, then, as is to 
‘be desired, industry is to pay out 
high wages to people working a 
reasonable number of hours and 
is to set up reserves in time of 
prosperity for unemployment bene- 
fits and to providle means to care 
for accidents, sickness and old

National Economic Vouncil. 


“This committee has considered 
carefully the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a national economic council 
in the United States. It has re- 
viewed the experience of Eurépean 
countries and it has sounded out 
the opinion of leading business men 
and economists, the majority of 
whom favored the idea. Our owa 
studies have led to the same con- 
clusion. 

“The council should be an ad- 
visory body, as its name implies, 
rather than a plafining board, with 
functions like those of the War In- 


will serve to indicate the range and 
character of the problems with 
which it might deal, so as to help 
us decide what courses of action 
will best contribute to a sound eco- 
nomic life: 

“1. The tendency of productive 
capacity to outrun ability to buy-— 
How can our enormous ability to 
produce wealth be controlled and 
directed so as to be of the most use 
instead of being as it now is a men- 
ace to prosperity? 

“2. The levels of wages—liow 
should they be determined and 
maintained so as to contribute to 
prosperity? 

“3. Foreign trade, both export 
and import—tThe extent to which it 
should be encouraged and the meth- 
ods by which international debts, 
resulting from this trade or other- 
wise, can best be dealt with. 

“4. In what way and by what 
agencies can authoritative infor- 
mation and statistics be gathered 
and published so as to be the most 
useful guides to industry? 

“Agriculture, transportation, cred- 
it and finance, and curbing of 
harmful speculation are other sub- 
jects that call for consideration. 


Favors Few Members. 

The council members must not 
only be of the highest ability and 
character, but they must also be 
representative of the country as a 
whole and not of any particular 
constituency, and they must be so 
appointed that they will be entirely 
beyond suspicion of control by any 


group. The ,council should he 
small, three or at the most five 
mem bers. 


“It should be so financed that it 
can set up an ample staff of econ- 
omists and statisticians, and i 
should call to its aid representa- 
tive committees from various indug- 
tries and professions. It should 
co-operate with government de- 
partments and with trade organiza- 
tions, and encourage the latter to

form strong economic councils of 
their own. 

“We recommend that the officers 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States invite representa- 
tives of a sufficient range of in- 
dustries and professions to c0-oper- 
ate with it in setting up a national 
economic council. After it has 
been established, the council should 
be independent in its deliberations 
and its judgments. 

“Industrial planning to regularize 
production and employment is rec- 
ognized by business management 
as an essential phage of successful 
business operation. Wholly aside 
from humanitarign considerations, 
the value of a carefully planned 
schedule for future production and 
sales, based on anticipated demand 
within the industry as well as in 
rellable forecasts of general busi- 
ness conditions, has repeatedly 
been demonstrated in a wide variety 
of industries. 

“There should be wide education 
as to the possibilities of company 
planning and we particularly rec- 
ommend that trade associations 
study this subject for the benefit 
of their own industries. 

“Your committee is deeply im- 
pressed with the possibilities to be 
realized from a comprehensive ex- 
pansion of far-sighted company 
planning, though we do not intend 
to imply that herein may be found 
a panacea for all industrial ail- 
ments. 

Unemployment Insurance. 

“Ineurance in the form of ac- 
cumulated reserves has been stig- 
gested as a protection against the 
consequences of unemployment, 
sickness, accident and old age. In 
so far as such protection is based 
upon definite reserves previously 
established, it is to be most highly 
commended. Individual concerns 
have set up such benefit plans 
based either upon contributions by 
the company alone or upon joint 
contributions by the company and 
the employes. 

“We commend particularly the 
purposes and general features of 
the so-called ‘Rochester plan’ for 
unemployment benefits, which, aft- 
er 1932, will give partial aid against 
unemployment to over one-third of 
the industrial workers of that city. 
A flexible plan, adaptable in large 
measure to general industrial ap-

accident, together with a life in- 
surance policy equal to one year’s 
wage. Many of the details of the 
plan may have to be changed, but 
it is most stimulating that the head 
of one of the country’s greatest in- 
dustrial companies recognizes the 
necessity for such forms of insur- 
ance. 

“Upon one feature of Swope’s 
proposals the committee desires to 
place special emphasis. Swope rec- 
ommends that the plans for bene- 
fits he outlines should be adopted 
uniformly throughout the country, 
in order that there may be a parity 
for domestic business, This is most 
important. 

“Upon some other feature of 
Swope'’s proposals the United States 
Chamber has already taken action 
‘or will take action in the near fu- 
‘ture. For example, the Chamber 
‘has recorded itS approval of the 
‘principle of workmen's compensa- 
‘tion in legislation respecting indus- 
trial accidents.

“There should be close scrutiny, 
too, by each employer to ascertain 
if he is utilizing to the full his op- 
portunities to rotate jobs, thus 
spreading the current employment 
among the largest possible number 
of employes in accordance with 
their needs. Industry has already 
done much to alleviate present con- 
ditions by this sensible practice of 
rotating employment instead of 
laying off a portion of the work- 
ers. We urge the extension of this 
principle to the utmost. 
“Public agencies should likewise 
be stimulated to proceed with their 
public works with such planning 
that they will best support local 
employment. Public works are now 
giving employment to many thous- 
ands of men who are out of their 
usual eccupations. This employ- 
ment can be maintained and in- 
creased by appropriate planning 
and energetic attack upon the pre- 
liminaries which in each case have 
to be out of the way before con- 
struction can begin. 
“The Federal Government can set 
ai example for local and State au- 
thorities by speeding up its own 
program, which affects all parts of 
the country. ©All public agencies 
can be of material assistance in the 
general situation by proceeding 
with their normal purchasing of 
supplies and materials. 
Organization Needed. 
“Every local government should 
be stimulated not only in its plen- 
ning and execution of public works, 
but also in the identification and 
registration of all the work it can 
have done in the interest of health, 
safety and comfort. In cleaning 
buildings, streets and alleys, in re- 
moving litter from vacant lots, in 
improving drainage of streets and 
roads, in minor’ reconstruction at 
many points to improve the condl- 
tions of safety a great amount of 
very useful work can be done. 
“When the number of businesses, 
the number of householders, and 
the number of public agencies in 
the United States are considered, it 
becomes evident that the probiem 
of unemployment caused by the 
business depression can be met it 
everyone does his part. For accom- 
plishment of the task, therefore, 
only organization is needed. 
Relicf Funds Needed, 
“Relief funds will be necessary, 
this winter as last, regardless of the 


needs doing. ‘There are ees 
many maladjustments in such a 
process.' That the funds for ade- 
quate care for all such cases of 
distress will be forthcoming there 
is every aSsurance, The sponta-, 
neous generosity of our people has 
never failed, and it will be supple-, 
mented by city, county and state 
funds on a larger scale this year 
than last. Preparations are under 
way to assist every city with eng- 
gestions. For that purpose, the 
President has set up a national 
eommittee, with distinguished per-: 
sonnel in its offices, its advisory 
board and its committees. There 
will thus be a co-ordination of re-' 
lief measures. , 
“Both in finding work and in 
supplying relief, therefore, there 
are now before us tasks which are 
well within our abilities, without 
extraordinary measures of any 
kind, if we use the methods of or- 
ganization with which as a people 
we are well acquainted. Such a 
conclusion involves no minimizing 
of our situation. At the same time 
it implies recognition that we still 
have upwards of 40,000,000 persons 
employed in the occupations from 
which they obtain their livelihood, 
and that their continued welfare, 
too, deserves consideration. 
Uncmployment Figures, 

“The volume of our existing em- 
ployment is always to be recalled 
when attempts are made to esti- 
mate national unemployment totals 
However sincere and well-intended 
some of these attempts may be, 
their value for practical purposes 
could well be doubted even if the 
methods by which they are reached 
were not open to much criticism,

tal might be at any given time, it

Better Time Coming. 
one time element is one of 


the most important angles 
in almost every sport in which 
contests are conducted under a 
time limit. That includes al- 
most all of them. 

One of the serious omissions 
of the past has been a device to 
enable the spectators as well as 
the officials to know accurately 
the elapsed time of a contest. 

In football, in some stadia, 
clocks to record the time of the 
period, operated by hand, have 
been erected. Frequently these 
disagree with the watches of 
the officials and cause con- 
fusion and argument. More 
often not cven this device is 
available. 

But at the Army-Stanford 
game all this will be changed. 
An electrical clock which plugs 
in on the light circuit will record 
the passing of the period. The 
dial is large enough to be seen 
the length of the field. It 
starts with the figures 15 at the 
top and, reading around to the 
right, the numbers” gradually 
diminish 12, 9, 6, 3.

Along the Illinois Riv- 
er and other streams hunters 
may rent shore blinds for $10 a 
day and marsh blinds for $20 a 
day, including live decoys. In 
some places they guarantee you 
the bag limit for §20 a day per 
individual. 

A great deal of criticism has 
been attached to this form of 
com mercialization; but that 
seems rather far-fetched. It is 
only natural for persons owning 
property in suitable locations to 
realize on their advantages. But 
with the dwindling of the duck 
flights and the reduction of the 
number of shooting days, it will 
be surprising if these prices do 
not mount, making duck hunting 
among the luxuries to be en- 
joyed by the few.

BILLIKENS AND

This being the time of the year 
when there is no rest for the weary 
college football player, the aspiring 
and perspiring young Bears and 
Billikens are looking forward to 
just a little bit more hard practice 
to prepare for week-end games. 
Both St. Louis and Washington face 
real opponents this week, the Billi- 
kens meeting the tough little Coe 
College crew Friday night and the 
Bears mingling with the also tough 


Westminster eleven, under the 
lights, Saturday. 
Washington has won both its 


1931 games, while St. Louis has had 
to be content with a .500 percent- 


age. The Bears, however, have 
had the easier schedule to date. 
From now on, though, the Thanks- 
giving day rivals will both have 
plenty to do. 

Chief Faults. 

The chief faults of the two teams 
have been made plain in their 
opening games. St. Louis has 
shown no defense at all. against a 
clever passing attack such as that 
uncoiled by Illinois Saturday. It is 
not too much to say that the Billi- 
kens were cast into a coma by 
Zuppke’s pass combinations. On so- 
called “straight football,’’ Walsh's 
team held its own against the Il- 
lini. Washington’s chief lack is an 
attack. Their defense appears solid 
but because of the absence of 
speed backs, their offense has been 
slow. But Coach Sharpe has not 
had to “open up” and is likely to be 
working on offensive stuff, which 
will not be used until the pressure 
comes.

Certainly, neither St. Louis nor 
Washington has any reason to be 
discouraged by their showings in 
the first two 1931 games.

Members of the Confederation of 
Chambers of Commerce said the 
aim of Mexico’s delegation to the 
conference would be the formation 


‘of a Latin-American block against

Secretary of State Stimson, as

Strawn, in his prepared address, 
said the soundness of the 1930 
American tariff act was the sub- 
ject of much debate, but the Pan- 
American conference was not the 
place to,discuss it.

It is heartening to find the churches turning

- The latest message comes from the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, who have sent out 4 
pastoral letter calling attention to the intolerable ex- 
isting conditions and their causes, and demanding re- 
medial action. Of course, the Bishops refer to “moral 
confusion” as one of the factors working for evil, but 
the prime cause of our distressing condition is set 
forth in the following paragraph: 

An acquisitive society, as the modern age has 
been aptly called, stands bewildered in the pres- 
ence of a crisis precipitated not by earthquakes, 
drouth, floods or any physical catastrophe, but, 
apparently, by the competitive, profit-seeking 
principles upon which it has been hitherto as- 
sumed general prosperity is based. 

The substance of this charge is that our society as 
now organized and carried on puts selfish interest 
above human welfare and profit above justice. Our 
prosperity is on a false basis because it is not shared 
equitably by all those who contribute to it and in ad- 
versity the worst distresses fall upon the workers

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ROOSEVELT IN PORTO RICO. 

Theodore Roosevelt had been the proverbial square 
peg in a sequence of round holes until his appointment 
as Governor of Porto Rico. True, he had an admira- 
ble World War record, and had written his name in 
the anpals of science with exploration and research 
in Central Asia. But, as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, he had been caught in the backwash of the oil 
scandals and, as candidate for Governor of New York 
in 1924, he had been devastatingly walloped by Al 
Smith. It seemed that the promise of his distin- 
guished paternity was not to be realized in the son. 

Now, however, after almost two years as insular 
Governor, it is clear that “Young Teddy” has found 
himself. Governing the most impoverished American 
possession, he has faced an arduous task manfully, 
with his sire’s traditional energy. Porto Rico has 
460 inhabitants to the square mile, struggling in an 
agricultural economy that has proved incapable of 
sustaining them. Illiteracy and the death rate have 
been appallingly high, unemployment widespread, 
wages and incomes low. To this crowded, harassed 
island, Gov. Roosevelt brought a policy of economical! 
administration and constructive measures. Rapidly 
learning Spanish, he, toured the island and learned 
their troubles from the people themselves. He has 
established hospitals, extended the school system, ob- 
tained funds from Washington for roads and social 
services, furnished meals for the children, of whom 
he found 60 per cent suffering from malnutrition. 

Porto Rico is on the upgrade, but problems remain. 
Industries must be founded, for so crowded a domain 
cannot rely on farming alone. The wars against 
tuberculosis, malaria, hookworm and syphilis have 
progressed, but are not yet won. Gov. Davis’ deci- 
sion to remain in the Philippines removes the possibil- 
ity of Roosevelt taking that post, as had been ru- 
mored. However, he is still under serious consider- 
tion as Mr. Hoover’s running mate in 1932. It would 
be unfortunate for Porto Rico if her Governor ac- 
cepted such a political bid, if it is offered. Proba- 


bly it would be unfortunate for him as well, in view/ 


of his previous political mishaps. It is to be hoped 
that he will not depart from the Roosevelt tradition, 
and leave an important job half done.

Missouri newspaper thinks bimetallists ignore important fact about gold, namely, its 
hold upon the imagination; practically, gold’s utility is limited; silver is more use- 
ful, yet it takes second place; yellow metal has always had a fascination for man; 
Paris Mercury says it will never be replaced as foundation money of the world.

GITATION for international bimetalism 
has been launched from Wali Street, 
and the ghost of William J. Bryan, thrice 
damned, is walking abroad. Aside from the 


curiousness of such a situation, which 
arouses our critical interest, we remain 
cold. We fail to see the world’s money 
supply as being behind the present depres- 
sion, especially in the United States, where 
no money stringency exists, and in whose 
coffers 40 per cent of the world’s gold is 
now stored. 

To us it has always seemed that the 
bimetallists, whether of the Bryan or Wall 
Street school, have missed the most im- 
portant fact about gold. It owes its 
supremacy neither to fiat nor to custom. 
Nor does its scarcity enter into the matter 
to any considerable degree. Measured by 
the practical uses to which it can be put, 
it is among the least valuable of metals. 
None of its combinations can even be used 
in making ammunition, In commercial and 
therapeutical chemistry, silver is 50 times as 
valuable, in the arts its rival, perhaps its 
superior. 

The dominancy of gold is due to a certain 
mystical factor philosophers and scientists 
have both ignored. From his infancy, man 
has been fascinated by the yellow metal. 


As a ¢hild reaching for a bauble, he has 
extended eager hands toward it, and he is 
as much a primitive regarding it today as 
he was 10,000 years ago, Looking on it, 
he still trembles to possess it. His reactions 
on beholding it differ entirely from those 
he experiences from the shimmer of any 
other pretious metal or precious stone. 

The most highly civilized man on the 
planet, looking on a box of gold coins, with 
their dull glow, feels something strange stir 
within him—something he hardly dare con- 
fess to himself. Avarice is gold’s child, and 
covetousness is the poison it strikes into 
the human soul. Meén, the best of them, 
will steal it, kill for it and die for it when 
other money, or symbols of money, leave 
them indifferent. They will spend freely, 
by check or in currency, but before govern- 
ments were or organized society existed, 
they garnered and hoarded this sacred and 
mysterious yellow metal—not to scatter it, 
not because it finally came to symbolize 
power, security and ascendancy over their 
fellows. but to have it and hold it. 

Gold’s dominancy is psychic, It lies in 
the human mind, where even the parlia- 
ment of nations cannot reach it. No edict, 
agreement or decree will ever be able to 
make anything else the foundation money 
of the world.

I was convinced then that the American 
tariff policy was not only gradually re- 
stricting the foreign outlet for our farm 
surplus, but was forcing agriculture to pay 
“beot” at home in every exchange of its 
product for the product of American in- 
dustry. 
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Twenty-five years have passed since I 
lost my inherited allegiance to the party of 
During these years, policies of 
protection and privilege have in the main 
dominated our Government. But agricul- 
ture has shared not at all in the benefits, 
Instead, it has borne the burden and cost 
of American protective policies. First the 
earnings, then the savings and finally the 
capital value of agriculture have been paid 
over as “boot” in the unequal exchange of 
the farm product for the “protected” prod- 
ucts and services of industry. 

But agriculture now is about swapped out. 
It can no longer bear the enormous cost 
of American protection, How, then, is pro- 
tection to carry on? The answer is that it 
cannot. And when is prosperity to return? 
Not so long as protection bars the way. 

What is prosperity, anyway? It is the 
free exchange amongst all producing groups 
of the products of man’s labor and ingenu- 
ity. What makes a state of free exchange? 
It is simple enough.“ It is a condition of 
fair exchange that makes a state of free 
exchange.
